Burton of the banking firm of 
Burton & Crosby, and Imh credit — 
well, no oni' in C-iiicafjo IiaH abottwr 
rating. 

" How ftro you. Blunderhead ?" I 
said, aft<M' tln« fir.st, j^rectirifi;. For 
tnointMit lio lookod HurprlHi-d and a 
littlo shookod, and then his face 
wrinkled in the Rh)W mnile that had 
marked him wIkmi a boy.

The Ija.dy 
of the liak(> l)tin)])<Ml aRainst. the 
wharf, the lie-I•op(^s wei'e followed 
by th)»KW"KI)hi"k aixl a few coui-age- 
ous pass«>ntfors. Th(m two bar^(^Is 
of pork and three or four boxes of 
freif,dil wo)'<! brought ashore — and 
still blunderhead stood gazing, open- 
mouthed, from the top of the tie- 
past.

J^'ach ono will help make the school 
interesting and quiet, if he is right- 
ly managed. 

A to.K^her visited us recently, 
who boasted of having five diplomas. 
She thought those diplom.'is had 
fitted her foi any pl)ic(> and a good 
salary. Well, mayb(\ but wc have 
become so much enthused by the 
tactful teacher, that the talented 
one don't cut any finger. These 
!ittl(> deaf children know so little, 
and must b(> handl(>d so carefully, 
and tatight so wisely, that our 
h(>art — more than our brain — goes 
out to th(>m. If a t*)aclier has great 
firmness, and loving kindness, if 
she is filled with energy and en- 
thusiasm, if she has common sense 
Iarg<dy dev«'loped with plenty of 
tact, wo will oxcu.se her lack of 
knowledge of tlu> (Jreek and Latin, 
sociology and tho higher mathema- 
tics. Talents is something, tact 
is everything. — Neh. Jmtrnah

Jagksonvillb, III., May 21. — 
Permit me to answer the charges 
made by Governor John R. Tanner 
in relation to my work as President 
of the Boai'd of Trustees for the 
Deaf and Dumb. Before getting 
all the facts in the case, I feel it 
not right to my friends or citizens 
of the State to defer it longer. 

In the first place 1 want clearly 
to state that the sun did not shine 
ou a man who was more intently 
zealous in loyalty to tho administra- 
tion of John R. Tanner than your 
humble servant; besides, 1 had a 
reputation to sustain among his 
very best and warmest friends, and 
I worked, and planned, and schem- 
ed, and studied to makt) all I did to 
redound entirely; to his glory and 
credit. The failure may have been 
a la<'k of brains, but not of heart. 
Again, the plaue was entirely un- 
solicited by me ; and if 1 could have 
with decency to my friends who 
urged my acceptance refused, this 
wiping me off the earth could never 
have occurred. I was 700 miles 
from iioiue. totally uncon.seious of 
the honor to be conferred, when 
I received the dispatch makintr the 
appointment. It was accompanied 
1)y ttdegrams forcing mo to accept. 
I felt incompetent and knew the 
dangers and the work, the loss of 
friends and the making of enemies, 
but I accepted and went botly ami 
soul into tho business. 

I shall not recall dates. As 
soon as the trustees could be got- 
ten together we met in Springlield, 
rt»ceived our comissions, visito<l the 
Governor, antl had a talk about 
superintendent. — more in the lino of 
whom we should not ajipoint . 

Governor Tanner tinally said: 
"Gentlemen, I place all this in 
yonr h.inds, for whidi 1 shall hold 
you responsible." At that meeting 
ihe (}overnor iuvit«d me to come 
and see him the day before our 
regular (next) meeting, which 
would occur several days later. 1 
called as desired ; wo tratisjicted 
some business, and at its clo.se I 
suggcst(>d that many had .said for 
our best education and information 
wo had better visit other school.s 
and look over other methods before 
we came to the point of appoiiiting 
a superintendent. 1 thought he 
lu'artily iicquie.sce<l an<l said it 
would be a good ihing to do. The 
next day we had our regular meet- 
ing in j!vck.sonville, appointed a 
few to places, etc. During the 
mooting we got a telegram from the 
G<Jvernor calling our attention, be- 
fore appointing, to the qualHica- 
tiimsof Joseph C. Gordon of Wash- 
ington, a man highly spoken of. 
A litde later in the evvyiing we 
were invited to Dr. (iillelt's house 
to meet Fred. Wines. He inform- 
ed us that a couple of very earnest 
aiwi enlightened ladies, with Dr. 
Graham Bell and also (lovcrnor, 
wanted to suggest a gentlenuui of 
the name of Prof«>ssoi Joseph 
C. Gordon. Dr. (4illett warmly 
seconded tho announcement. 
Then Mr. Wines went into a vei-y 
oxhjiustive .statement of the case 
and the needs. When ln> had 
quite finished I put several ques- 
tions to him — one the following: 

" Mr. Wines, would you kindly 
tell us if you consider this an im- 
perative order of the authorities 
to at once appoint Uiis man ¥" 

Ho exclain)ed : "No! no! Not 
by any means. We only wanted 
to have him considered.'' 

Tliis has been i-eporteil, that I 
asked in a very uugentlemanly 
manner 
nor proi)ose 
pointnient>s to this institution V" 

Tho next, day \\w other two 
trustees went to S}>ringfield to 
settle some appoint u)ents that I 
fought against, because I thought 
then) displea,sing to Governor Tan- 
ner. The Governor wrote me 
"that all had been settled satisfac- 
torily, and that Messrs. Harjio and 
Si))ith had proposed a trip to othci- 
institutions to which he had made 
no objection." 

On account of the lameness of Mr. 
Harper we postponed making our 
trip sevei'al days until XynW W\\\. 
We were to meet in Chi<',igo and 
niap out a route. For some r«>jtson 
we did not meet on time, and then 
they had arranged to go to Wash- 
ington flist. I trie<l to persuade 
them to go the- other way, as I 
tliought we could got better jiosted 
(ban to eonimeuce at what 8een)ed

tho biggest place first, but I was 
overruled and they went their way. 
Wo ti'ieil hard to examine the 
n)erits of Joseph C. (iord<H) and 
the school. There was no srainsay- 
ing ho was a splendid gentleman 
for Washington and the speci.il 
purposes Ix^ was there for. We all 
honestly thought we had gone <m 
this trip to solect the best man in 
all particulars wc could find. We 
thought only of the command : 
"Go find a man large enough to 
fill all paits of our institution. " 

It is true about leaving the box 
with all letters and recomi))enda- 
tions at the institution, which we 
sni)p()sed was our office, and all 
pertaining to the school under our 
control. The wrong doing of no 
one was suspect«'d. A safe was 
there; the other trustees concurred 
in it. I did not.at any time think 
of the indelicacy of it until .s]>oken 
to by Mr. Wines. Then I hastened 
to remove then) to an inccmvoiient 
band.' I left them at the institulion 
because I thought them too valuable 
to leave at home. This all was 
entirely ignorant innoi-ence. 

If thcrt> was any scheme to appoint 
Dr. Swilcr that rrof<>ssor Walker 
might have a place, it was hatched 
and nursed by someone who did not 
dare show his face to the trustees. 
Professor Walker a.ssured us he 
would seek no place ; that ho was 
going out of the i)rol'ession and into 
business, and he iias expi'c.ssod no 
ch.ingc since we turned liiin out. 

As to the Philadelphia afTaii-, in 
I'cgai-d to boasts of demolishing the 
Bogai-dus bill, I could iTot have 
said it. I remember Mr. Crouter 
telling )ne of a system of rottnfses 
nearby the school that ho "had 
intr<Miuc(>d, where deaf children 
could have Ihe benefit of of home 
instruction, taught by the loved 
ones — brotho's and sisters and i-e- 
latives, etc. It would lead the un- 
fortunates to a finer «>dueation and 
a broadei understanding, etc., but 
that it was a failure— a .sad mis- 
take — !U)d it took a long tin)o to 
undo Ihe ha)ni ; and it convinced 
hill) from several lea.sons that the 
deaf should be taught and brought 
up in bo.iiding schools or institu- 
tions. Now, right here I might 
have remarked that in our State 
tluM'e hail been a bill in its scope 
;iixl many of its tcmU'ncio** simi- 
lar, but it had been knocked out." 
I fully believed this at the time. 
Now if I had the power that was 
said I had exerted and could exert, 
it ought to make tlx> bones of Alex- 
ander the Great rattle with envy, 
and instead of ielH>un<ling against 
me should have ma(b> me the our' 
olijoet of necessary acquirement. 
This same force should have 
nxtuntcd the Govei'nor on the high- 
est pinnacle and sent him off to 
success and glory with tlxtusands 
ot" e'apture<l banners, all owing en 
tirely to his shrewd appointment of 
the IVesident of the Boai-d of 
the Deaf and Dumb Trus- 
tees. This is the hardest of 
all to deny. I never expect so 
gn^'it a compliment paid me .-igain; 
but the tacts a I'c I wrote only five 
lelteis all the tin)e I was away — 
four to my wife and eine to my bro- 
ther, Julius, all concerning home 
aflairs and the splendid treatment 
we rociiived from the various insti- 
tuiions; not a wonl in any of them 
about the Oral or Bogardus bill. 
And yet I would not contnidict one 
worel Dr. Cronter may have saiil. 
His kindness was to us munificent, 
his thoroughness as a gentleman of 
a legal or«ler, and the memoi'y shall 
stand that ours antl his were of the 
pure^st motives. 

We had no idea what day we 
«o»ild get back : no horrible Tvx's- 
<lay fippt^ared on our calendar 
The Icttei written by (lovernor 
Tanner to the trustees could not 
have been receive*! by any one of 
tl)em till after the appoint)iH>nt 
of Professor Swilev. 1 ivcoived 
mine at !t.;U) r.M,, Tuesday. We 
have no delivery. The envelope 
still bears the postmark of 7 P.M. 
I have no postoftiee stamp and I 
know of no acquaintance or friend 
of whon) I could hav«' boi-i-oweMl 
one. 

We did not land in Springfle^ld 
on Tuesday (literall.v). I pa*<sed 
thi'wugh on the sh>eper ami arrivetl 
in Jai'ksonville about S.;?."), h))rried 
home ge)t all my mail, and thence 
to the institution, where I remained 
nearly all day. I was away an 
hour at noon ; went to work as 
soen) as pe)8sible, examining the 



advanced oral classes, and felt 
eionvinced our way was clear and 
that Pi'ofe'ssor Swiler was the only 
man available who cenild profitably 
fill the place accept^ibly, please ail 
the people, and more especially 
the man we worked ft)r GovernoV 
Tanner. There was not a breath 
of distrust, not a thought but that 
we were obeying to tho letter and 
the wo)-<l tho wishes aixl the plea- 
sure of our augiifit Governor. We 
expected a hallelujah of prai.se and 
those sweet woids : 

You have done well, my goe>d anel 
faithful servants. But may the 
king of the cannibal islands .stand 
appalled ! 

Our duties, brains and souls were 
swallowed in an instant our hearts, 
were stuck weakened in ourthn>ats 
or di.iphi-agms slushed down 
into our stomachs whizzini; sounds 
as of a hundred swords cutting us 
into mincemeat, left thiee lifeless 
.senseless forms: Later anger, dis- 
appointment — our appoinU'e dis- 
graced — oui^elves like a sailess 
ship on a shoreless ocean. What 
could anyone expi»et one to say? I 
could not find any one to talk to, 
I saw one or two who had been re- 
ported maliirning us. Those all 
di'uicd all chargers. I would have 
rather slept in fire than told to any 
reporter the scene we haei just 
left. 

When I came home I went to my 
brother anel told him the whole 
e)c<!urrence. He begged me not to 
ri>sign. I cai-efully avoided com- 
muni<'ating with any one, i»spe^cially 
rejwrters. I did not see the article 
in tho pai)er here till many days 
after — rarely read the pajK'r; did 
not fiD-nish one lino of it to the 
paper; have had littlo or no com- 
mimication with the Courier for 
months. I have been in Spring- 
lield three finu's since my appoiut- 
nx lit, each time to see the tiovernor, 
;)tid I saw hiu). 1 have not been in 
the Senate chamber for years; was 
in the House once, and then for 
(ifteen minutes only. But this was 
afler the jii.niit h;xl destroyed the 
Lilipiitiaiis. 

W 0, the trusteevs, have always 
been of one mind (except a.s to the 
better trii).) All have be^en con- 
siilerate of each other in every 
po.s8ible way, and may theiy always 
feel as kiixlly towards Mr. Pi-esi- 
dent Strawn as he shall always fe>el 
toward Mr. Vice-President Smith 
and Mr. Secret^iry Harper. And 
here let me say good-i»y, and the 
te.nrs that 1 may later she'd over 
their political graves, may they 
crystallize into jew(>ls of gre:»test 
price.

One hundred and twenty-four 
years ago, Dr. Samuel Johnson 
wrote "A Journey to the Western 
Islands of Scotland," and tohl e>f a 
visit tt) Mr. Braidwoeiel's School feu- 
the Deaf in Edinburgh, which he 
describetl as " A colU\ge of the deaf 
and dumb, who ate taught to 
speak, to read, to write, and to 
practise arithmetic."

The same 
number also e»ontains an " Oj)en 
Letter" and poem on Helen Keiler. 
Mr. Wright siiys: — "Experience 
has <lemonst rated that by the u,se 
of speech j»« a medium of inslruc- 
tion, the eleaf can be siu'cessfully 
educated, anel taught to speak and 
umlei'st.ind the sjweoh e>f eHhers," 
and Jie believes " th(> lime is e-om- 
ing when this will be the only way 
in which tliey arv» tanght." It is 
intei-csting to compare these two 
writers, se[Mirated by an interval of 
over e>ne hundred years. Ofe'ourse, 
I jvm aware* that one wa.s an ob- 
server only, and tin- other is a spe- 
cialist. But still the fact that ! 
years after Braidwiwurs school . 
overwhelming majority of the eleaf 



use the sign and manual language, 
scarcely allows us to endorse the 
concluding sentence of Mr. Wright's 
aiiide. His i)aper is, however, 
wiitteMi in a very interesting man- 
ner, is nicely illnstrateHi, and will 
do good by drawing atteMition to the 
deaf. 

.Joseph Hatton, the novelist,

A new fe)nn of 
co)ij ligation is set forth by another 
pupil, thus: "Eat, ate, swallowe<l." 
These remind me of the young man 
who announced his forthcoming 
n)arriage by Ihe sentence: "Five 
months I will ge^ttins; she married." 
Hearing people make equally amus- 
ing sentences when acquiring a for- 
eign language. A French writer 
ree'ently pointed out .some absunl 
sentenc<>s in French gi-amn)ai-s pub- 
lished in London !

In reading the .Journal's edi- 
torial on this question in the la,st 
issue, I noted a statement which 
would bear a slight correction. It 
was in putting the number of deaf 
children of school age, scattered 
over the State, who have never at- 
tended school, at " several hun- 
dred." Were this the case there 
might be some reason for having a 
day schopl bill pa.ssed (without the 
present backers behind it) but, tis 
authentic figures show, there are 
not one hundred deaf children in 
the State, who havt^ not at some 
time or other been at school tu- 
have some bar to their admission to 
the Slate school. The backers of 
the bill at the time it was first in- 
troduced mad<* this claim of "sev- 
eral hiiiulred," putting it at six 
hundred or so, but Senator Bogar- 
dns himself confessetl, at the time 
the bill was having its "third 
reatling," these figures were wrong, 
coming tlown to one hundred as the 
(•orr(>ct number. So if one hun- 
dred be their figure, there must be 
/('.s.s than that. Tlie adult deaf 
here contended all along, outside 
of the bill itself being backed by 
the people, whtnn they knew to be 
up to some .scheme, that it was one 
for which there is absolutely no oc- 
casion for pa.ssage, as the State 
school is quite able to accommodate 
all who apply, if they are eligible 
to admission.
